As we discussed by phone, I am attaching a copy of the 
itinerary of Rear Admiral and Mrs. Sidney W. Souers, who 
was the first DCI in 1946 and is a Reserve Naval Officer and 
former Deputy Director of Naval Intelligence. He has also 
given his itinerary to ONI and I gather may be contacting the 
Naval attaches on his trip. 


After talking with Mr. Helms at General Carter's 
suggestion, I obtained the attached itinerary and inquired 
about the purpose of the trip as a basis for DDP to determine 
what, if any, action should be taken regarding Admiral 
Souer's trip. 


Admiral Souers assures me that his trip is wholly for 
pleasure and he is going to do no business enroute. He said 
that he would, of course, be interested in what is going on 
in the various capitals with more interest in the government 
and the people than in the scenery. 


Admiral Souers, in writing me on a personal basis, 
made clear that he was not asking for or anticipating any 
particular need for contact with CIA representatives. In 
asking the purpose of his trip, I did not in any way speak for 
or commit the Agency. Therefore it is entirely up to DDP 
what steps, if any, you feel should be taken.
